MORGAN RELATES 
STORY OF MERGER 


Finaucier Laughs as He Tells 
Court.Details of Deal In- 
volving Three Big 
Railroads, 


FORGETS A FEW MILLIONS 


Does Not Burden His Mind with 
$10,000,000 Trifles — Says 
Safety of Stock Only Was 
Aimed At in Combine. 


WANTED CONTROL ASSURED. 


New York, March 26.—[Special.]—J. Pier- 
pont Morgan spent three or four million dol- 
lars’ worth of his time during business hours 
today telling the details of the formation of 
the Northern Securities company, in which 
is vested the control of the stock of the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific, and Burlington 
railroads. 

For nearly three hours he sat and answered 
questions, seeming to enjoy the situation, 
and several times laughing heartily at the 
seeming ignorance of the attorneys, who 
failed to follow him through the maze of 
millions and the strings of nine and ten 
ciphers which he used to express the de- 
tails of this most stupendous of modern 
financial achievements. Only once or twice, 
when questioned as to what allies furnished 
certain money, did he refuse to answer, and 
then he explained that the firm could not 
reveal the investments of its customers. 3 

During the examination Mr. Morgan leaned 
back heavily in his chair, shoved his lef 
hand deep down into his trousers pocket, 
while in his right he held an envelope, with 
which he gestured or rapped on his knee or 


..| the table while speaking. His eyes seemed 


impatient, but for the rest he was composed 
and natural. 


Forgets About a Few Millions. 

Once while telling of a sale of some North- 
ern Pacific stock to James J; Hill, the exam- 
iner asked: 

‘* How much was it?’ 

“I can’t remember,” said Mr. Morgan. 

**Some one has testified that it was $10,- 
000,000," insinuated the attorney. 

**O well, that may be,” replied Mr. Mor- 


“It seems rather a large transaction,”’ the 
attorney remarked. ‘‘Can you not tell us 
something about the negotiations?” 

**A $10,000,000 transaction does not seem 
a big transaction to me,” responded Mr. 
Morgan. “I’ve forgotten the details. Jim 
Hill and I worked together. I'l] work with 

Mm any time. If it had been different I'll 
tell you what I could have done. Say that I 
had bought the Union Pacific interests in the 
Great Northern. What would Hill havedone 
then?”’ 

And Mr. Morgan smiled at this suggestion, 


as if the power of the idea had just dawned 
upon him. 


Danger of Losing Burlington. 

The story, as told by Mr. Morgan, was full 
of interest. He said Hill never told him 
there was any danger of the Harriman syn- 
dicate buying the Burlington. “ But,” he 
added, “‘such a thing was to be expected, 
The papers had much in them about rail- 
road interests buying roads. I believe that, 
within a few days, we bought every road in 
the United States,”’ and he laughéd again. 


Laughs at Plight of Foes. 

The lawyer tried to learn about the sensa- 
tional rise of Northern Pacific which star- 
tled the market in 1901, and asked Mr. Mor- 
gan if the stock did not go above its real 
value while his firm was buying it during 
May of that year. 

“No,” responded the financier, laughing 
so heartily he had to stop to regain breath. 
“But it did when it came to deliver the 
stock.”’ 

Explaining why his firm desired a con- 
trolling interest in the Northern Pacific, he 
said he did not want the stock to get into 
the hands of Union Pacific. interests, so he 
went into the market and bought $15,000,000 
worth of it. The lawyer, astounded, asked 


lawyer wanted to know when he learrfed 
who had control of the Northern Pacific, 
and the financier replied quietly: 

“We had control.”’ 

“By that you mean yourself and Mr. 
Hill?” said the lawyer. 

**Not at all,’ replied Mr. Morgan. 
mean J. P. Morgan & Co.” 


Reason for Forming Company. 

Mr. Morgan went on to explain the reason 
for the formation of the Nofthern Securities 
company. He said it was desired to put the 
stocks into the hands of a corporation strong 
enough to hold them and do away with the

“It was this way,’ he said. “ I might die, 
or the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. might be 
dissolved, and; in such an event, I wanted 
the Northern Pacific stock to be in safe 
hands, so that the stockholders might not 
suffer. 
pany so long as Northern Pacific interests 
were safe, as they would be if I held a ma- 
jority of the stock.”” | 

He denied there was any other object in the 
formation of the company. 


Objects to Photographers. 

The testimony of Mr. Morgan was given 
before Special Examiner. Mabey in the, suit 
‘ef Peter Power against the Northern Pa- 
eific railroad company. George Alfred 
Lamb, of counsel for Powers, conducted the 
examination. Before the hearing com- 
menced he objected to the presence of a 
large number. of photographers, and they 
were ejected from the room. ‘ 

Mr. Morgan said the Northern Pacific had 
not been controlled by any other railroad 
since 1896. Since that time its value had 
steadily increased. The Great Northern, to 
a certain extent, was a competitor of the 
Northern Pacific. J. P. Morgan & Co. re- 
ceived no commission for financing the re- 
tirement of Northern Pacific preferred.

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HAZE A MEDICAL STUDENT 


ALBERT ROTH GETS AN UNWEL- 
COME COLLECTION OF DRUGS. 


Suspected of Charging Fellow-Class- 
at Physicians and Surgeons 
College of “ Cribbing ” and Is Given 
Heroic Treatment—lodine, Balsam, 
and Other Things Figure in the En- 
counter,-Which Is at a Safe Dis- 

' tance from the College. 


Drugs and chemicals played a prominent 
part in an impromptu hazing near the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons yesterday 
afternoon. Incidentally Albert Roth, a stu- 
dent at the college, learned just what it 
means to incur the wrath of fellow-medics. 

Roth was declared a “‘ knocker,” and when 
it was all over he looked decidedly 
knocked.”” Canada balsam, iodine, and 
chalk made his appearance somewhat strik- 
ing. Fellow-students declare that Roth pub- 
licly confessed thrice: 

am a knocker.” 

This Roth denies, and the hubbub was so 


: great only those nearest him could tell what 


he said..The students had planned to brand 

la.“ K,” or a number of them, on Roth's 
cheeks, chin, and forehead, to shampoo him 
with Canada balsam, and convert his back 
into a barber pole by alternate applications 
of eosin and haemotoxin. 

It was a case of too many cooks, however, 
and in the anxiety of all the hazers to get 
at their victim the plans were not completed 
in detail. Roth himself asserts that his over- 
coat alone was doctored.” 


“ Cribbing” Starts the Row. 
The trouble grew out of a charge of 
“cribbing during an examination. Roth 
made the charge against fellow-students, so 
rumor said, and summary punishment was 
decided on for the luckless man. 

At 4 o’elock yesterday afternoon, when 
the class in histology had concluded its 
work in the laboratory, Roth found him- 
self in the hands of eight or ten stalwart 
freshmen and moving along the hall to- 
ward the office of the Secretary of the Col- 
lege, Dr. Frank B. Earle. He was hustled 
into the office, and there, before Dr. D. Lee 
Shaw, professor of anatomy, he was ac- 
cused of making the charge of “ cribbing.”’ 

‘**T have no jurisdiction outside of the col- 
lege, boys,’’ Dr. Earle is quoted as saying, 
“ but I caution you not to inflict bodily in- 
jury on any person belonging to the class.” 


Use Iodine and Canada Balsam. 

A few minutes later Roth was surrounded 
by a ‘humber of students, who marched him 
to a vacant lot at Lincoln and Polk streets. 
One student produced a bottle of iodine and 
a brush. Another brought forth a bottle of 
Canada balsam—the stickiest stuff to be 
found in a laboratory—while others brought 
bottles of eosin and a bottle of haemotoxin 
into action. As a final touch one of the 
students used a piece of colored chalk on the 
back of Roth’s mackintogh, and attempted 
to scrawl ‘‘ I'm a knocker.’’ Then the crowd 
marthed back to the college and the “ inci- 
dent” was closed. 


Is Not Sure What Happened. 
Roth is a druggist, and has a store at 
Twelfth street and Hoyne avenue. He had 
little to say about what he had been 
through. After much thought he admitted 


that theve was some, balsam and. iodine .on 


his coat. There might be chalk, 
he said, but he was not sure, as he had not 
looked. He had looked at his face and head, 
however, and thought they had escaped the 
balsam and iodine. The medics’ report of 
the prank was one of more success than 
Roth would admit. 

Dr. William E. Quine said last night that 
he knew nothing of the incident. He had 
heard that a student had been caught “ crib- 
bing,”’ he said, and had then, to escape blame, 
accused a fellow student of the same offense. 


BLIZZARD MAY RESULT IN

Murderer Condemned to Die Friday Is

Tonight these telegrams were re- 
turned to the senders with the information 
that the blizzard had severed all communi- 
cation, and there was no hope of getting 
word through for three days.

aire William Marsh Rice on Sept. 28, 1900, 
was found guilty late this afternoon by the 
jury after less than two hours’ deliberation 
—the record time in this county for arriving 
at a verdict in a criminal case of this char- 
acter. Only two ballots were taken. The 
first stood seven to five for conviction. On 
the second all were agreed. 

Miss Emma Patrick, the defendant's sis- 
ter; Mrs. Addie M. Francis, his landlady, 
with several women friends were excluded 
from the courtroom just before the verdict 
was announced. When they learned the re= 
sults Mrs. Francis fainted and Mise Patrick, 
who has borne up bravely during her broth- 
er’s trial, collapsed completely and wentinte 
hysterics. 


Charge of Recorder Goff. 
Recorder Goff began his charge to the 
jury at 10;45, immediately after court con- 
vened. He charged-them that the peoples 


“case rested on three propositions, which, if 


proved ‘to the jury’s satisfaction beyond 
ali reasonable doubt, they should return a 
verdict of guilty; if not, a verdict of ae- 
quittal. 

_ These three propositions, he continued, 
were: (1) That Jones, on Sept. 23, 1900, placed 
a chloroformed cone over the face of W, ha, 
Rice, with intent to kil) him; (2) that Ricea 
death resulted from chloroform poisoning, 
and no,other cause; and (8) that Patrick 
instigated, aided, abetted, or procured the 
commission of the crime by Jones.

Continuing, the court charged that if 
Patrick and Jones were engaged in a con- 
spiracy to murder Rice, Patrick was equally 
guilty with Jones, and that the testimony 
of the latter, though a self-confessed mur 
derer, was competent, as one of the perils 
of committing crime was the danger oJ 
betrayal by an associate, The law, he sail, 
required the testimony of.an accomplice toe. 
be corroborated, but the corroboration 
might be circumstantial and need only tend 
to connect the defendant with the crimeand 
must not necessarily of itself be sufficient 
to prove the defendant guilty.

Mr. Bab- 
cock had a long conference with Speaker 
Henderson and the other party leaders, and 
they practically won over the Wisconsin 
man. The leaders are still at work on Mr. 
Tawney, but he declared late tonight that 
he would stand firm and carry his fight on the 
floor of the House. He asserted he would 
speak and vote against the Ways and Means 
proposition. . 

Mr. McClellan, a New York Democrat, will 
vote with his Republican colleagues on the 
committee to report the reduction bill, but 
he will also vote in favor of the amendment 
which will be offered repealing the differen- 
tial duty on refined sugar. 

This would open the door to other tariff 
amendments. This is exactly what the Re-

Henderson Aids Administration, 


Speaker Henderson has been of great serv- 
ice to the administration in its fight for 
Cuban reciprocity. He was opposed to it at 
the outset, but he bowed to the will of the 
people as plainly expressed and also to the 
manifest desire of the President. 

Speaker Henderson had another conference 
with the President today, at which the 
Cuban situation was discussed at some 
length. 

There was a meeting of the Ways and 
Means committee today, at which an attempt 
was made to commit the members to vote 
down all amendments as would be ruled out 
of order by the Speaker if the bill is brought 
into the House without a special rule provid- 
ing tor its consideration. The attempt was 
not successful, but with the changed atti- 
tude of Mr, Babcock the committee will be 
able to report its measure without amend- 
ment, and this will make it clear sailing for 
the Speaker to rule out all amendments 
looking to the reduction of the tariff as not 
being germane. The Republicans will un- 
doubtedly sustain him in any ruling of this 
character. 


Senators Want Larger Cut. 

Senator Aldrich, the Republican manager 
of the Senate, and who is a member of the 
Committee on Cuban Relations, had a con- 
ference with the President tonight at the 
latter’s request, and the details of the con- 
troversy over the Cuban tariff question were 
discussed at length. Mr. Aldrich is confi- 
dent that the bill of the Ways and Means 
committee will pass the House, but does 
not know what action will be taken in the 
opessees He is one of the large number of 

epublican Senators who think that the pro- 
posed 20 per cent reduction is too small and 
rea the time fixed for its operation is too 

rief. 

Ex-Senator Washburn of Minnesota also 
conferred with the President on this subject 
today. He has just returned from Cuba, 
where he made a careful study of the com- 
mercial conditions, and he expresses the 
opinion that a reduction in the tariff rate of 
at least 50 per cent should be granted to 
Cuba in order to effectively relieve the pres- 
ent distress. 


STORER MAY BE NEW MINISTER. 


Present Representative at Madrid 
Mentioned for Cuban Post—Cal- 
: houn Also Considered. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
Bellamy Storer, at present Minister to Spain, 
is now being mentioned as the United States 
Minister to Cuba. Mr, Storer’s experience 
at.the Spanish capital has given him a val- 
uable acquaintance with the Spanish people 
and their methods which particularly fit him 
in dealing with the Cuban people. In addi- 
tion to his diplomatic training at Madrid 
Mr. Storer served several years at Belgium. 

While it is true that Mr. Storer is thor- 
oughly acquainted with the Spanish people 
and their methods, it is also true that Will- 
iam J. Calhoun, whose name also is being 
discussed, has qualifications of a similar 
character. 

Prior to the Spanish-American war Mr. 
Caihoun spent some time in Cuba, and 
learned & great deal about the country, 
which will be of great assistance to a United 
States Minister at Havana, especially as 
this post will be of great importance because 
of the delicate and intricate diplomatic ques- 
tions which will present themselves at the be- 
ginning of the independence of Cuba. 

The President has not yet made up his 
mind, but it is generally recognized here 
that either Mr. Storer or Mr. Calhoun would 
make a desirable Minister. There is some 
doubt as to whether the Illinoisan would ac- 
cept the post if itis offered him. Secretary 
Hay is anxigus to secure the selection of 
some one with acknowledged experience as 
a diplomatic representative. The work to 
be undertaken by the new Minister wil] be 
important. He will have to conduct the 
negotiations for treaties with Cuba, in- 
volving the selection of coaling stations, the 
determination of the question of sovereignty 
of the Isle of Pines, and the adoption of a 
reciprocity treaty. 

Paul Dana of New York is likely to be ap- 
puinted Minister to Spain to succeed Bellamy 
Storer, who will return to the United States 
in short time.

CREDIT MEN HEAR OF NEED 
OF A STATE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Lawrence Y. Sherman Tells Them That 
the Merit System Must Be Applied 
to Every Public Charity. 


“ Civil-service must and will be applied to 
the administration of every public charity 
in Illinois,’’ declared Lawrence Y. Sherman 
during an address before the Chicago Credit 
Men’s association last night.

CASSIUS 0. SMITH SOLVES CAM- 
PAIGNING PROBLEM. 


Candidate May Use Fifteen Phono- 
graphs and Himself Make Simul- 
taneous Speeches All Over His Ward 
—Overworked Aldermanic Candi- 
dates Are Advised to Try the New 
Method—Sample Oration Giving 
Views on Traction, 


Hurried Aldermanic candidates who call 
a ham sandwich a supper and four hours’ 
sleep a night's rest, and who are trying to 
speak in sixteen different parts of their ward 
at once, can get a hint in the Thirty-first 
Ward. Put fifteen phonographs at work 
and go to the sixteenth place yourself. 

Cassius O. Smith, Republican candidate for 
Alderman in the Thirty-first Ward, says this 
is the best way to use Alderman Butter- 
worth’s device for diffident candidates. 

“TT don’t use a phonograph exactly be- 
cause I am too bashful to make a speech my- 
self, but it is a useful thing to have at the 
meetings you can’t attend.”’ 

As an adjunct a speechmaking phonograph 
with some band music and some singing on 
the side can spare the overworked candidate 
many efforts and considerable shoe leather. 
In his use of the phonograph Mr. Smith does 
not want to relieve himself of the embar- 
rassment of talking, but he says he desires to 
multiply his powers. 

With a half dozen “ home” meetings or 
mass-meetings to address every evening the 
candidate feels the need of some supple- 
mentary device. 


Sample Phonographic Talk. 

Here is one of Mr. Smith’s phonographic 
talks with some new ideas on the traction 
question, as prepared by the candidate last 
night: 

. I believe that the street car companies— 
the men who own stock and who form the 
companies—should receive a fair compensa- 
tion for the money they have invested. The 
balance. belongs to the people. The people 
have tye right and should insist upon the 
examination of the books of the companies. 
They have the right to know the cost of 
equipment and of operating expenses. a 

‘*] do not favor allowing the companies to 
declare dividends on stock which represents 
money spent years ago for equipment now 
comparatively worthless. An inventory 
should be taken and the value of the property 
now should be found. This should be taken 
as a basis to show what the companies are 
entitled to receive. 


Should Sweep Streets. 

“The city’s contracts with the companies 
should be such as would enab/&\ the city to 
take advantage of any new ‘inventions 
which may be applicable to street car af- 
fairs. We do not know but some one will 
invent a street sweeping machine which 
can be attached to street cars which will 


dump the sweepings in a car. The com- 
panies should be compelled to take away 
garbage and street sweepings in the night 
when people are not using the lines much. 
This would be a big saving to the city. 

“The city should get ample compensa- 
‘tion either in reduced fares or in direct 
payment. I would favor whichever the peo- 
ple want. Probably a form combining 
both wouid be best. If you reduce fares to 
represent the actual cost of operating, then 
the thousands of strangers who come in 
Chicago will pay nothing for the use of the 
Every person who uses the streets 
should pay something in some way for this 
privilege. 

“If the money came in direct compensa- 
tion part should go to each ward, in propor- 
tion to population, and be used for the ward. 
It should not all be spent down-town.”

One Discordant View. 

The pro-Boer Morning Leader sees in Mr. 
Rhodes’ career only a picture of hopes un- 
fulfilled and schemes half contrived, of ma- 
chinery set in motion that worked a crooked 
pattern on the loom., It says that no per- 
ception of the human tragedy of a man’s 
end. can soften for more than a passing mo- 
ment the judgment which his career inspires. 
He was great only in the sense that he 
thought in millions and.in continents. His 
insensibility to moral ideas, his careless- 
ness of human suffering, and his rough 
handling of the delicacies and scruples of 
honorable men betrayed coarseness of fibers 
and deficient imagination. He mounted to 
power on a check book. The roct of his 
power lay in his ability to buy public opin- 
ion by controlling a press which depended 
on his capital. 


Kruger Told the News. 

A newspaper here reports that when Mr. 
Kruger was informed of Mr. Rhodes’ death 
he merely said: 

“The Lord giveth and the Lord taketh 
away; blessed be the name of the Lord.” 


Rhodes Had Broken Down. 
Whether it was due to his experiences 
during the long siege of Kimberley, or the 
accumulated anxieties regarding the war 
in south Africa, with an accompanying 
change of public feeling in England towards 
him, there is no doubt Cecil Rhodes had 
almost completely broken down within the 
last two years.. Even his appearance had 
changed. ‘His once finely chiseled face had 
become bioated, and his always huge frame 
filled out until he became co stout as to 
make walking a matter of difficulty. He was 
frequentiy attacked with severe heart trou- 
bles, during which he exhibited the stoicisin 

which marked his extraordinary career. 


Firm Grasp on Business. 

“Up to the last Mr. Rhodes kept a firm grip 
on all those vast south African interests 
created and controlled by him. Except that 
he was more irritable and more dictatorial, 
there was no outward change in his method 
of handling men, millions, and empires. 

Towards the social side of life, however, 


che soured visibly. Once his day’s work at 


the offices of the British Chartered South 
Africa company was over, he shut himself up 
from the curious in an unfrequented London 
hotel, where he utterly denied himself to all 
except half a dozen favored intimates. Dr. 
Jameson was his constant companion. In- 
deed, none of Dr. Jameson's indiscretions 
ever affected the warm friendship existing 
between the two men, They could be seen 
riding in the park in the morning, their 
horses never breaking from a walk, the 
cynosure of all eyes, yet severely unob- 
servant of the hundreds of London's po- 
litical ‘and social leaders who had the right 
to a bowing acquaintanceship. 


Means Much to Jameson. 

Considerable curiosity is evinced as to the 
probable disposal of his property and inter- 
ests. General notion is that the bulk of his 
property will be bequeathed not to an indi- 
dual but to public interests in south Africa,

Lord Grey’s View of Rhodes. 
ew York, March 26.—Eari Grey, before 
saiNng for England on March 16, gave an 
interview concerning Cecil Rhodes, the Earl 
cablegrams from south Af- 
‘rica which ‘ed him to believe that Mr. Rhodes 
had but a few days to live. Lord Grey knew 
the famous south African leader intimately. 
having served with him on the board of the 
British South Africa company, and the in- 
timacy grew when the Earl was Governor 
of Rhodeeia. Lord Grey said: 
Ceell Rhodes is the only exemplar, per- 
haps, in our generation of those idea‘ists who 
in the days of Elizabethan adventure made 
the Anglo-Saxon the predominant partner 
in the world’s firm.

Rhodes Admired America. 


“One thing I should 
point out. He had a never-failing confidence 
in the growth of the federal principle of 
government. He admired the American na- 
tion enormously, but for this strange and 
detached reason—he believed that you owed 
your prodigious orderly development to the 
splendid construction of your constitution. 


Rhodes and the Jameson Raid. 


Earl Grey then turned the conversation 
to the famous Jameson raid, calling it the 
‘‘unhappy raid which obscured my friend’s 
bright Nght.’’ 

“Rut let us be fair to him,” continued. 
Lord Grey. ‘“‘ Rhodes. in the first place, 
was Premier in Cape Colony; he knew that 
Kruger would fight to the death any fed; 
eration of south Africa under our flag. He 
knew that either south Africa must come 
under the Dutch flag or the English flag, 
or that the alternative was the ‘ national 
system.” or rather. the welter and chaos you 
see in South America today. ; 

“Tf the Transvaal, arming to the teeth, 
continued this condition of preparation. 
then, also, every man in our colony of Natal 
must similarly arm. It is no longer possible 
that a chess board of Hitle armed nations 
can be permitted; they menace the peace 
and orderly progress of the entire world. 
You have got this in South America; we 
have got it in the Balkan peninsula, and 
therefore war clouds gather at all times 
over central and eastern Europe. Rhodes 
saw this; he saw that ‘independence’ on 
the Kruger plan was incompatible with in- 
dividual fréedom; that it involved all-round 
militarism. 


Kruger and the Rand. 


_ “ Then, again, he had great financial inter- 
ests in the Transvaal. These gave him the 
moral right to effect a revolution if he could. 
Here was a so-called republic refusing to 
a majority of its community the franchise 
while levying taxes at the rate of $90 per 
capita per annum, and turning two-thirds 
of this misbegotten revenue into munitions 
of war. Kruger aimed at arming all the 
Dutch in south Africa with the gold he 
levied from the Rand miners. 


John Hays Hammond’s Estimate. 


John Hays Hammond, who was for many 
years and up to the time of the death of 
Cecil Rhodes intimately associated with him 
in the development of south Africa, was con- 
sulting engineer of the British South Africa 
‘Chaftered: Company and the Consolidated 
Gold Fields of South Africa, in which Mr. 
Rhodes held important interests, had this to 
say of Mr. Rhodes: ~- 

“Mr. Rhodes, whose sun went down when 
it was yet day, dies in the forty-seventh year 
of his age. He leaves’ no posterity, but 
leaves his name on the map of Africa (Rho- 
desia), sponsor for a commonwealth nearly 
as large as our Western States. Had he 
lived he would have devoted the remaining 
years of his life and would have spént every 
doliar of his fortune in equipping that com- 
monwealth, 

‘*Unfortunately his character has been 
misunderstood in America. Judged by 
American standards, Mr, Rhodes was truly 
a great man. He was not only a great em- 
pire-bullder, but also a captain of industry. 
He is oftener reported as a shifty, unscrupu- 
lous financier, tn league with capitalists to 
‘coax the Transvaal into a hopeless war in 
order to steal the mines of the country. 

‘‘ The truth is that Rhodes cared little for 
money beyond the power it gave him to assist 
in the development of south Africa. Froma 
most intimate connection with him in his 
business enterprises, Il am able to state that 
his methods of finance were not only scrupu- 
lously honorable but were characterized by 
unusual liberality. He was known to south 
Africans as a man of unbounded generosity 
and one on whom they could depend for the 
furtherance of any deserving local enterprise 
or worthy charity. 


Democratic in His Tastes. 


** Personally, Mr. Rhodes was democratic 
in his tastes and a colonial in his political 
and social bias. He was fond of the sim- 
pler and better pleasures of life, devoted es- 
pecially to out of door life on the veldt, and 
had a contempt for and dislike of social con- 
-ventiondiities. He was a man of innate re- 
finement ard culture and a graduate of 
Oxford. 

‘Rhodes had an indomitable spirit and 
dogged perseverence. He was imaginative, 
but was not a mere visionary. He was bullt 
on broad lines, and he abhorred petty pol- 
itics, which he contemptuously designated 
as the politics of the parish pump, and he 
deprecated quite as strongly what he termed 
the ‘‘ unctuous rectitude ”’ of certain states- 
men. 

“ Politically he was a great admirer of 
democratic institutions, but at the same time 
he was a loyal imperialist. 

“ Rhodes had his defects and faults, but 
these will not obscure the glory of his name. 
Great men, it is said, are made of faults. 
Of one thing there can be no doubt, that 
Rhodes’ ideals were pure and lofty; and I 
belicve that history will deal rather with his 
ideals than with his achievements and meth- 
ods; and that he will therefore rank high 
umong the greut men of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Cecil Rhodes found in the ‘ Medita- 
tions of Mareus Aurelius ’ many aspirations 
for his own career. 

* Until the unfortunate Jameson raid, for 
which he has received far more blame than 
he deserved, as history will prove, he was 
popular with the Dutch of south Africa. 

“Within a short time there would have 
been a revulsion of feeling, and, strange as 
it may sound today, Rhodes would have been 
able to reéstablish his influence with the 
Dutch, and he would have been quick to 
take advantage of the situation, and would 
have passed into history as the great pacifi- 
eator of south Africa.

He had succeeded 
in living down the prejudice excited by the 
Jameson raid, and despite his secret con- 
nection with the earlier stages of that in- 
trigue against the Boer republics he was not 
unpopular with the Dutch in thecolony. He 
would inevitably have returned to power if 
he had lived to witness the close of the war, 
and his influence would have been strongly 


exerted in the direction of race reconcilia- | 


tion.

Rumor Mongers Are Idle. 

Parliament has adjourned for ten days, 
and rumor mongers, chilled by the east wind, 
have little to chatter about. Lord Rosebery, 
like the Duke of Devonshire, has retired to 
the continent and nothing more can be said 
about Liberal conditions. The government, 
while stale, has sufficient vitality for the 
effort of producing complex measures which 
can be debated for @ season and’ quietly 
dropped, 

The talk about Cabinet reconstruction has 
died out. No Cabinet chang.s are probable 
this year. Chamberlain and Balfour are in- 
timate and loyal friends, and neither is dis- 
posed to supplant or stand in the way of the 
other. The understanding among Chamber- 
lain’s friends is that he is not anxious to suc- 
ceed Lord Salisbury nor lead the House of 
Commons, but expects to remain in the 
Colonial office to work out the settlement of 
the south African question after the war. 
His friends assert that he has no ambition 
at present except to make a tour of the 
British colonies when he can leave the Colo- 
nial office for a period of eight or ten months, 
and visit Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
and south Africa. 


Kruger and Peace Talk. 


The reports from Brussels and The Hague 
continue to reveal the anxiety of the Boer 
delegates to have it understood that peace 
cannot be made without their knowledge and 
consent. The dispatches are contradictory 
but bellicose, as are the declarations attrib- 
uted to Leyds. It may be safely assumed 
that Kruger has Known about Schalk 
Burger's in‘entions for several months. and 
that he has sanctioned a direct appeal to 
Steyn and De Wet. 

The Dutch Ministers at The Hague unmis- 
takably are hopeful that peace will be made. 
They are reported to have warned Kruger 
and Leyds that better terms could be made 
before than after coronation, but there is no 
method of confirming this rumor. 


Boers to Have No Rest. 


Kitchener’s account of a fairly successful

INDUSTRY SEVERELY SCORED 


. Washington, D. C., March 26.—The Senate 
devoted a large part of the day’s session 
to a discussion of the oleomargarine bill, 
during which Mr. Dolliver of lowa eclared 
‘that the dealers in the article showed by 
their conduct that they were a lawless lot 
and were evading the laws already existing. 

In proof of his statement he exhibited a 
package of oleomargarine which he ,had 
purchased ‘‘ from a famous butter deafer 
in Chicago. 

He said the package was marked, but it 
would tax any man’s ingenuity torfind the 
mark. He then handed the package to M:. 
Tillman and challenged him to find the mark 
required by law to be on the wrapper. Mr. 
Tillman failed to discover the imprint. Mr. 
Dolliver pointed it out printed in fine type 
in a corner of the wrapper. The incident ex- 
cited lively interest and amusement. 


Speaks for Open Dealings. 
Mr. Hansbrough of North Dakota con- 
cluded-his speech begun yesterday in support 
of the measure, maintaining that the oleo- 
margarine industry had been outlawed by 
the Legislatures of many States and that 
it ought to be compelled by Congress to take 
off its mask and place-its product on the 
market for what it really was. 
Mr. Stewart of Nevada declared that the 
proposed legislation was unnecessary and 
that there was no more reason for taxing 
colored oleomargarine than for taxing col- 
ored butter. 
The principal speech of the day was by 
Mr. Dolliver. He scathingly denounced the 
oleomargarine industry, declaring that it had 
put itself in partnership with lawlessness 
and false pretenses. Mr. Dolliver concluded 
his speech with a glowing eulogy of farm life 
and of the American farmer, 
Mr. Hoar and Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts 
explained that their reason for supporting 
the bill was that it was a tax on an evident 
fraud. 


Wants Profits Eliminated. 


Mr. Hansbrough charged that the oleomar- 
earine manufacturers employed methods 
which were not at all creditable and said they 
were opposing -the pending bill because its 
enactment no longer would render profitable 
their traffic, which had been placed under the 
ban by the Legislatures of many of the 
States. 

In opposition to the pending measure Mr. 
Stewart [Nev.] said he was “‘ unable to dis- 
cover any principle of legislation that war- 
rants such a bill as this.’” He saw no more 
reason for taxing colored oleomargarine 
than for taxing colored butter. He declared 
that the butter-makers were palming off un- 
clean and unwholesome butter upon the con- 


that oleomargarine-makers had no right to 
color their product. 

Mr. Dolliver [Ia.} spoke in support of the 
pending measure. He said the oleomargarine 


already upon the statute books had put 
themselves in partnership with lawlessness 
and false pretenses. 


Dealers Always in Courts. 


Mr. Dolliver referred to a well-known 
oleomargatine and butter dealer in Chicago 
who spent more than half his time in the 
courts for violation of the oleomargarine 
bill. And he never s into the courts,” 
said he, “‘ but he finds there side by side with 
him the attorneys for the oleomargarine 
manufacturers.”’ 

Mr. Dolliver declared that the only way 
‘*to break up’a nest like this’ was “ to re- 
duce to a minimum the profits of the ras- 
cality.”” He said there must be something 
fatally wrong with a business that spends 
more of its time dodging the police and the 
courts than the other branches of the buat- 
ness. If this business were looking for a 
fight to a finish with the American farm it 
would be accommodated by the allied agri- 
cultural interests. . 4 

He insisted that the proposed law would 
not interfere with legitimate industries. 

Senator Dolliver sharply arraigned Mr. 
Stewart for a statement that much butter 
was made in conditions of squalor and dis- 
ease.

SPELLING IS STUDENTS’ GRIEF. 


Two-thirds of Class at Northwestern 
University Fail in Examination 
and Are in Despair. 


Orthography continues to be the stumbling 
block for students at Northwestern Unil- 
versity, in spite of the exhortations of the 
professors in the English department and 
the diligent thumbing of the spelling book 
for the last two months. 

In a test examination yesterday in the 
elementary class in English only twenty 
out of more than sixty students succeeded 
in passing above the required average. 
When the result was posted on the bulletin 
board despair was written on the faces of 
the majority of the students as they 
searched in vain to find their names among 
the fortunate few who were reported to be 
capable spellers. One man was frank 
enough’ to admit he knew he had missed 
twenty words, to say nothing of those he 
was doubtful about.

WARING WORKS IN RAIN-STORM. 


Montgomery Handicap Favorite Gets 
a Sensational Trial—Abe Frank 
Goes Over a Mile. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 26.—[ Speci 
Sam Hildreth surprised every 
local track today by sending Waring, the 
ante-post favorite in the Montgomery Han- 
dicap, a mile and a furlong over a trying 
route in a blinding rain-storm.

Kansas City, Mo., March 26.—According 
to a telegram received from New York to- , 
night there are now 453 wing shots on the | 
entry list of the Grand American Handicap, | 
which will be held in this city next week. | 
Manager Elmer E. Shaner said tonight he 
expects the total of entries to reach 475. He | 
received the entries to date from Secretary 
E. L. Banks of the Interstate association 
today. 

The Handicap committee will meet tomor- 
row to arrange the handicaps and order of 
shooting. The handicap is not scheduled to 
begin until Wednesday morning, and many 
wing shots who are coming to compete only 
in that event will not reach here before 
Tuesday. 

Among the celebrities to arrive today were 
Charles Budd of Des Moines and W. R. Cros- 
by of O'Fallon, Jil. Crosby announced that 
his three-cornered match with J. A. R. El- 
Hott and Fred Gilbert for the absolute pos- 
session of the Sportsman’s Review cup, 
which was scheduled for Friday of this 
week, will be postponed because the man- 
agement of the Grand American Handicap 
has made no arrangements for it. The 
match will take place probably on Monday, 
April 7. 

The 100-bird race between Elliott and Cros- 
by for the cast iron medal will take place 
according to schedule next Saturday. 

The largest entry list previously recorded 
for this event was in 1890 at Elkwood Park, 
when the entries numbered 278. In view of 
the great increase this year many shooters 
are of the opinion the prize money should be 
more widely distributed than the present 
arrangement calls for. This is as follows: 

‘Should there be more than 260 éntries, 
all money in excess of $6,500 (that is, 260 en- 
tries at $25 each) will be divided into sixty- 
three equal parts and added to the different 
amounts due the sixty-three high guns.” 

When this provision was made by the man- 
agement an entry list as large as 450 was 
never given a thought. Since it is an actual 
fact, the majority of the experts think a dif- 
ferent arrangement advisable. E. 8. Rice 
of Chicago has accordingly drawn up & pe- 
tition asking the managers of the handicap 
to increase the prize list to 150, The idea is 
to double the amount guaranteed for the 
first three guns, making it $3,000, divide it 
among the six high guns, and then grade the 
remaining prizes. In order to make the 
change it will be necessary to have the unan- 
jmous consent of the competitors, but it is 
thought all will agree.

HIGH FIRE RATE 1S PLANNED. 


Insurance Men Say Chief Musham’s 
- Vacations Will Cost the Policy- 
Holders $1,000,000. 


“ Policy holders in Chicago will have to pay 
$1,000,000 more for insurance after April 1, 
when Marshal Musham begins to give the 
firemen vacations without pay,” was the 
statement made yestérday by Frank F.

Ruling Makes Possible the Elec- 
tion of the New Officials 
Next Fall. 


CASE WILL BE APPEALED. 


The law extending the terms of office of 
Judges Ball, Gary, Kavanagh, Shepard, and 
Sears of the Superior Court was declared 
unconstitutional and void by Judge Tuley 
yesterday. The law is known as the act of 
1899. 

Further, the court holds that the act of 1901 
creating six additional Judgeships, three in 
the Circhit Court and three in the Superior 
Court, is valid so far as the Cireuit Court 
is concerned, and is legal concerning the 

ereation of three new Judgeships in the 
Superior Court except in the limitation of 
‘the terms of office of the three new Judges 
to 1904. 3 
The decision was a mandamus case brought 
_by the Chicago Bar association, and will be 
appealed at once to have the dispute settled, 
possible, in time*for the fall election. 


May Elect Judges Next Fall. 

If the position of Judge Tuley is sustained 
by the Supreme Court a call will be issued by 
“ounty Clerk Knopf next fall for the election 
of three new Judges of the Circuit Court to 
hold office till June 1, 1908, three Judges of 
the Superior.Court to hold office for the full 
term of six years, and a successor to J udge 
Shepard, whose term expired in 1901. Atthe 
< game time it is expected that an election will 
4 be called to choose a successor to Judge 
| Sears, who has resigned from the Superior 

bench. | 
It was contended by counsel for the re-

that the law of 1899 was void and was never 
legally passed by the Legislature. In regard 
to the law of 1901 it was alleged that it was 
unconstitutional for the reason that it pro- 
vided for the election of Judges who were to 
hold office for a period less than six years, 
contrary to the provisions in the constitution 
of the State. 


.Term Extension Invalid.

Judge Tuley contended that the constitution
